The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds 150 words.

In Figure 1, the upper end 1 lb of mandrel 1 1 has a lateral port which is blocked 
by upper end 43 of actuator 41. The specification is completely silent about the function 
or purpose of this lateral port. 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claim 8, the word "said locking formation" should be -said retainer formation--.
